One hospital in this city has joined a guaranteed hos¬ 
pital in-patient account program sponsored by a major 
credit card company, the Hilton Credit Corporation, whose 
cards.

According to W. M. Cock¬ 
rell, executive vice presi¬ 
dent, of the credit corpora¬ 
tion, Los Angeles, the hos¬ 
pital here is Sierra Madre 
Community Hospital.

$200 of hospital bills in¬ 
curred by in-patients and 
provides them with immedi¬ 
ate credit recognition. There 
is no cost for the service 
either to hospital or card 
liolder. 


"This program has been 
developed as an additional 
convenience and service for 
Carte Blanche card holders,” 
said Cockrell. “It can be 
especially useful on trips 
and in emergencies.” He 
added that the guarantee 
in-patient account program 
was only one of many inno¬ 
vations that the credit card 
company is planning for its 
members. 

“The hospital will bill the 
patient in its normal man¬ 
ner, knowing that the first 
$200 in hospital bills are 
guaranteed by Carte 
Blanche,” Cockrell stated. 

The plan is good for the 
Carte Blanche card holder, 
spouse and minor children.

On the Public Hearing 
relative to amendment of 
Section 9440 and 9480 of tlie 
Code it was approved that 
Section .9440 be repealed and 
Section 94S0 would read 
Hospitals, Rest Homes, Sani¬ 
tariums and so forth which 
would eliminate t!ie neces¬ 
sity of different types of 
variances. 

On the petition for a new 
Sewer District i;h the vicinity 
of Holdman, Colony, and 
Santa Anita Court, the 
Council accepted the peti¬ 
tion, but will proceed with 
caution and limitation, al¬ 
lowing the signers of the 
petition to acquaint them¬ 
selves with a possible addi¬ 
tional cost of as much as 
$200 per dwelling for a 
"dead line,” and to also al¬ 
low the non-signers of the 
petition to attempt to en¬ 
large the district and reduce 
the costs.

Figures released by Fire 
Chief Charles E. Brown 
show that there was a total 
of 25 fire calls for the year. 
The department had a total 
of 40 emergencies during the 
year, including the fire 
calls. 

Fire loss for 1963 amount¬ 
ed to $14,030, or about $1.28 
per capita. 

Turnout by the volunteer 
firemen averaged 15.3 men 
pe# call. Night fires, that is 
from 9 p.m. to 6 a.m., ac¬ 
counted for nine fires and 
an average of 17.1 men per 
call. Day fires averaged 14.3 
men percall.

legedly reduce the desire to 
smoke, along with encour¬ 
aging letters bucking up the 
purchaser’s morale, and re¬ 
port forms he is supposed to 
fill out to keep track of how 
well, or poorly, he is doing.
